GHASTLY EXHIBITS

Pieces 'of Bono and Ripgs
Taken From Fingers of

Corpses 'Before Jury.

STATE'S FIRST EFFORT
TO PROVE IDENTITY

If Charred Remains Cannot Be- -

Identified, Then tho Prose-
cution Must Fail.

LAPORTE, Ind., Nov. 13. The stato
in the Lamphcro case todaj' presented
evidence to prove that the four bodies
removed from the ruins of the Gunness
house on April 2S were those of Mrs.
Belle Gunucss ,aud her throo children.
Judge Kichtcr permitted the coroner's
verdict to go bofore tho jury, but later
informed the jurors that they should
disregard tho verdict as being proof of
I ho death of Mrs. Gunness. Court will
be held tomorrow.

The exhibits of tho day included tbc
rings taken from the fingers of Mrs.
Gunness and the children, a piece of
cloth found, clenched in tho hand of
one of the children, three pieces of
bonc, identified by Coroner Mack.
Sheriff Smutzer and Doctors Long. Wil-
cox and Gray, and photographs of the
scenes of the burned house and the
bodio3. The bones consisted of a heel
bone, n lower jaw and several ocvrienl
vertebrae. Shorif- f- Smutzer described
in detail tho positions in which tbo
bodies were found, the fact that under-
neath them was dobris of considerable
thickness, and ho swore to the removal
of the rings from the fingors.

Holes Found in Skulls.
Dr. Long conducted, the autopsy on

the younger girl, and on the stand he
described the condition of tho burned

"body nnd said he found holes in tho
skulls of two of the children.

He could not say what had caused
those boles. On n ho
said that the bands of the girl were
clenched, and admitted that this is one
of tho symptoms when tho death ie
caused hy" strychnine. The testimony
was rather favorable to the defense.

The testimony of Dr. Gray, who con-
ducted the autopsy on the body of the
adult female, declared by tho stato to
be that .of Mrs. Belle Gunness. provod
of material valuo to the slate, lie testi-
fied as to the condition of, the body,
and said there was a band ring on the
second right-ban- d finger.

On tho left third finger, there was
a small diamoud ring, with the in-
scription inside: "P. S. to J. S., August
27.

In thw band ring wns found the in-
scription: "P. G. to J..S., "

Evidence for State.
Dr. Gray stated that lie believed that

in life the person had weighed 200
pounds. This was about the weight of
Mrs. Gunness. Dr. Gray wjis asked if
ho could tell the cause of death. His
reply was;

Mrs. Harrington, who lives in this
city, said today that although her hus-
band had changed greatly in appear-- '
anco since be left home ton years ago
and did not recognize her when sho
visited him at the asylum, she is cer-
tain of her identification.

BARGAINED WITH "THUG"
WHO WAS AN OFFICER

Girl Still Protests She Loves

Mother, lmt Admits tho
Bargain.

CHICAGO, Nov. 13 Mac L. Otis,
arrested last night on a charge o plot-
ting to do away, with her mothcr
through tho agoucy of hired thugs, was
pronouncod sano tonight by Dr. Blake
Baldwin, city physician.

Dr. Baldwin, at the request of the po-

lice, spent an hour with the prisoner,
testing her on various subjects. When
tho test was over he declared that tlm
girl's mind seemed normal, although she
wis on the vorge of a nervous collapse.

Tht) following message was received
by Captain O'Brien, of tho detective
bureau, from Mrs. Sarah Otis, mother
of Mac:

"Maustin, Wis. Will nrrivc, if plans
do not fail, in Chicago at 0:30 o'clock
tonight at tho TJniou depot. Send pro-
tection. MRS. SARAH OTIS."

Captain O'Bri'eii detailed two detec-
tives to moot the woman.

Statement of Mother.
Mrs. Sarah Otis, Miss Otis' mother,

was interviewed by telopbono at Maus-ton- ,
Wis., today. With referenco to the

statement by detectives who made the
arrest that "Mrs, Otis was to be mur-
dered by hired thugs on her return to
Chicago Saturday night, Mrs. Otis de-
clared that sho had not intended to
come to Chicago on that dav, bad made
no, plans in fact, and had not been
urged by her daughter to come.

"Mne's last letter said sho was quite
as usual, and made 110 reference to my
coming home. She was a cheerful girl,
normal girl, and E am sure she is
the victim of some preposterous mis-

take. I gave her some money at times,
but sho seldom needed it. "We never
had any trouble, for sho was a good
girl ami a loving (laughter.'?

It was in' this Interview that Mrs.
Otis learned of her daughter's arrest
and sho oppressed tho iutention of com-
ing at onco to- Chicago to the" girl's
aid.

Miss Otis is alleged to have ap-
proached Robert C. Stolpman, a private
dotoctivo, with a proposition to do
away with hor mothor for a considera-
tion of $100, to bind the bargain and

when tho doed had been' accom-
plished. Stolpman informed the city
police, and Detective Mackay was de-
tailed to assume the role of a thugi will-
ing aud competent "to do a job."
which would havo no hospital preltido.

Paid Blood Money.

Every arrangement had been com-
pleted "with tho "thug" last night.
The following receipt was taken from
her aftor her arrest:

"Received of Mae L. Otis. 1:10 East
Forty-sixt- h place, $100; balance due,
$2400.

Signodl "ROBERT STOLPMAN."
It is also allegod that Miss Otis gave

Stolpman a promissory note for the
$2100, payable after she had collected
her mother's small fortune. Following
tho delivery of this note, the "thugs"
made known their truo identity and the
arrest was made.

The prisoner's first visitor today was
Miss Anna Stuvingel, a cashier of a
restaurant near tho Rock Island station.
Sho declared that she had persuaded
her employer to loan to Miss Otis the
$100 said' to have been paid over by
the latter to the detectives-Late- r

Captain O'Brien ordered the
prisoner brought to his office, whero
Lieutenant Cudmoro recognized her as
a woman who four days ago came to
tho. station and complained, somewhat
vaguely, that her mother thought more
of hor money than she did of her daugh-
ter. She told the lieutenant that her
mother had sovoral thousand dollars left
by her husband and that sho refused
to sharo it with her daughter.

Wanted Mothor's Money.

"I went to Detective Stolpman 's of-
fice for advice." said Miss Otis. "I
wanted to look into my mother's finan-
cial affairs and I told him that my
mother thought nmro of her money than
she did of me. I thought T would be
happier if T had control of the money.
Stolpman promised mo that my mother
should mysteriously disappear.

"When 1 askod what ho meant, he
said ho would get my mother out of
tho way and keop her away if I wns'
willing to pay tho price. Mb suggested
various methods, and finally I agreed.
I don't kuow why we qunrreled. my
mother and I, but I loved her and cer-
tainly would not want her killed, al-

though she has not treated me right."
Bcllovcs Daughter Innocent.

Mrs. Otis, the mother, did not arrive
until midnight. She went at oucc to
sec her daughter at the police station.
A pathetic scone followed. Both mother
and daughter wept when tho latter wns
taken from a cell and given the liberty
of an officer's room.

"Mother, do you think I could do
such a thing?" e.:claimod Miss Otis,
throwing hor arms around hor paront'.
"It is all a horrible mistake."

Further talk was interrupted by the
young woman 's hysterical sobbing. Af-
ter tho interview, the mother said:

"I do not believe for an instant that
my own daughter plotted ngr.iust my
lifo. I will do cvcrythfng in my powet
and spend every cent I posses to save
her from prosecution on this charge."

Mrs. Otis was taken to the home
of friends in this city for the night,
with tho promise that she could seo hor
daughter nguin in the morning.

The police declared tonight that their
pofiftcssioo- - of Miss Otis places them iu
a quandary. Captain O'Brien said tho
police would be glad to allow her to
lcavo Chicago, if sho wished to go.
